Any  one  start Injf^  out  to  make  up  a  genealogical  record  of  the  Gilmores  of 
their  lino  in  tho  United  States,  will  find  that  they  are  confronted  with  a 
large  nuaber  of  persons  by  that  name,  variously  spelled,  and  scattered  all  i 
over  the  country*  The  research  is  further  complicated  by  the  fact  that  moat 
people  cannot  give  you  any  definite  data  further  back  than  their  grandparents  « 
It  i®  almost  certain  that  the  majority  of  them  descended  from  brothers  who 
came  here  from  Ulster,  Ireland,  or  a  few  directly  from  Scotland*  ^  - 

It  will  also  be  found  that  there  are  many  contradict iona,  as  dates  in 
many  of  the  town  records  and  histories  do  not  check  with  tho  vital  records, 
tombstone  and  family  records  *  Names  were  spelled,  it  would  aeon,  according 
to  the  way  the  old  t:res  t own  clerks  could  spell,  and  the  preferred  spelling 
of  the  individuals  themoalves*

It  wasnft  long  after  work  was  started  on  my  paternal  grandiEOthe^e  line 
that  it  was  found  that  a  tough  job  was  ahead,  and  that  no  quick  or  easy  way  of 
untangling  the  jugs  aw  puzzle  was  possible*  Pertinent  infomation  was  in  do 
many  places  *  Bible  records,  town,  township,  county  and  state  histories,  private 
ly  published  diaries,  historical  society  publications,  vital  records,  probate 
court  records,  etc*,  eo  that  tho  only  way  th©  problem  could  b©  solved  was  to 
read  everything  and  copy  all  pertinent  infomation,  together  with  title  of 
boo’',  author,  date  of  publication,  etc.,  then  frea  this  mass  of  data,  put  to¬ 
gether  the  data  for  what  io  known  as  the  New  Hampshire  line,  the  Maaeachussetta 
Line,  etc* 

I  wish  to  thank  ell  those  who  answered  my  correspondence  in  regard  to  Gil- 
moro  data.  The  Genealogical  Section  of  tho  Library  of  Congress  in  Washington,

HISTORICAL  BAC. GROUND 

Tho  so-called  ^Scotch-Irish8  or  ^lister  Scots, *  as  some  genealogists  pro  for 
designating  them,  were  descendants  of  the  Scotch  settlers  into  Ulster,  Ireland, 
and  th©  terms  were  used  in  order  to  differentiate  them  from  those  who  came  to 
America  directly  fro®  Scotland* 

In  compiling  a  genealogy  of  a  Scotch-Irleh  Presbyterian,  one  must  go  back 
for  many  yv&rB  previous  to  their  mass  emigration  to  America  and  other  countries 
and  find  out  what  caused  such  wholesale  migrations* 

dlunec  I  of  Sngl&nd,  soon  after  he  came  to  the  throne,  confiscated  many  es¬ 
tates?  of  tho  rebellious  Homan  Catholic  Irish  in  Ulster,  Ireland,  and  started  re 
Settlement  about  160%  waking  special  effort  to  obtain  Protestants  from  tho  can 
tr&l  part  of  Scotland*  A  large  colony  emigrated  from  Argvl<?3hire,  Scotland, 
in  I6l£,  with  the  County  of  Londonderry,  Ireland,  as  the  chief  seat  of  coloniza 
tion* 

The  descendants  of  these  colonizers  had  many  hardships  and  disappointments, 
due  to  the  bitter  hatred  between  them  and  the  Homan  Catholic  Irish*  On  top  of 
this  «aa  tho  civil  wars,  pestilence,  troubles  over  his£i  rents,  crop  failures, 
and  generally  bad  economic  conditions*  They  held  their  land  and  tenements  by 
lease  only  from  the  crown,  and  not  as  proprietors  of  the  land* 
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During  the  reigns  of  Elizabeth  and  James  I,  various  Acts  of  Parliament 
were  passed  regulating  the  religious  affairs  of  the  kingdom,  which  met  with 
fierce  resistance  by  large  eectiono  of  the  copulation  of  all  classes  in 
Scotland  and  England,  and  in  reproach  these  resisters  were  called  “Puritans,* 
which  term  applied  to  the  Sootch-Irish  who  came  to  Londonderry,  New  Hampshire* 

The  Scotch  Presbyterians  were  dissenters  from  the  Church  of  England,  and 
were  compelled  to  give  up  one-tenth  of  their  income  for  the  established  religion. 
The  Seceders  of  1732  refused  to  roaster  births,  due  to  their  dislike  of  the' 
State  Church.  Few  burials  were  registered  on  account  of  the  Act  of  1793,  which 
required  the  imposition  of  a  fine  on  every  entry  of  burial  • 

The  migrations  of  the  Scotch- Irish  from  Ulster,  Ireland,  commenced  In 
1718#  end  over  two  hundred  thousand  of  them  came  to  America,  mostly  through 
the  ports  of  Boston,  Charleston,  New-Caotle,  and  Philadolnhia.  From  1771  to 
1775,  more  than  twenty— five  thousand  had  arrived.  They  were  not  very  well  re¬ 
ceived  by  anv  of  the  inhabitants  in  America  at  that  time,  and  for  many  years 
they  could  not  get  along  with  the  English  settlers,  who  themselves  had  coma  over 
here  to  escape  persecution.  Today,  many  of  the  great  men  of  America  trace 
their  descant  back  to  these  Scotch-Irish  immigrants  who  had  such  a  hard  time 
getting  established  here* 

Just  wven  the  Gil®aur-Giira0ra  ancestors  emiprated  from  Scotland  to  Ulster, 
Ireland,  is  not  known,  but  it  was  at  an  early  date.  As  most  of  the  records  in 
Ireland  wore  destroyed  during  the  many  civil  wars,  and  record  keeping  in  Scot¬ 
land  wasn’t  any  too  good  at  that  time,  probably  no  definite  dates  will  ever  be 
known.  The  vital  records  of  Ulster,  Ireland,  at  the  time  of  the  Protestant 
migration  to  America,  are  very  meager,  and  in  Coleraine,  Londonderry  County, 
Ireland,  records  begin  with  the  year  1769* 

It  is  ino\m  that  the  GilEsour-Gilmeres  were  in  Edinburghshire  and  other 
parts  of  Scotland  before  ths  year  1600.  They  possessed  the  Barony  of  Gllmour. 

The  Castle  of  Oraigmillar  in  Edinburgh,  was  purchased  by  Sir  Thomas  Gilmour, 
the  great  lawyer,  and  occupied  by  his  descendants •  Sir  Simon  Preston  owned  it 
from  1774  until  about  the  time  of  the  Revolution,  when  it  came  into  possession 
of  th©  Gilmottrs  •  The  castle  was  often  used  as  a  royal  residence,  here,  John, 
Earl  of  Mar,  younger  brother  of  James  in,  wao  imprisoned  in  1477,  and  gotten 
rid  of  by  the  T'ing  by  having  a  vein  opened  so  he  bled  to  death.  Queen  Mary  had 
ale©  resided  there  many  times •  The  Craigmillar  line  of  Gilmoura,  it  is  under¬ 
stood,  has  died  out  and  the  title  is  new  dormant.  Most  of  the  American  Gilmores 
descended  frees  those  wuo  emigrated  to  Ulster,  Ireland.  T^oae  who  settled  in 
Londonderry,  Few  kampshirc,  in  April  1719*  were  said  to  have  arrived  in  Boa  ton, 
Mass*  on  August  4,  1713,  on  the  Brigantine  ROBiHT,  under  the  command  of  Jama 3 
Ferguson*  The  immigrants  of  1713  come  largely  from  the  Bann  River  Valley  in 
Ulster,  Ireland.  Th©  families  of  Ulster  were  closely  allied* 

ORIGIN  OF  THS  SURNAME 

In  the  highlands  ©f  Scotland,  when  the  den  system  existed,  until  the  aboli¬ 
tion  of  the  heritable  jurisdiction  in  1747,  the  Bards  preserved  the  genealogies 
and  tradition^  of  their  chiefs  orally,  with  an  aocount  of  the  familv  traditions 
and  achievements  from  generation  to  generation* 
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Th#  introduction  of  eurnamw  into  Scotland  dates  from  the  rei *n  of  ’  iny 
Kaloola  III  (Canmore)  (1057-1095),  during  the  second  half  of  the  eleventh  cen- 

V  vWa^?  until  th#  nin9to«nth  century,  in  Scotland,  that  wives  adopted 
their  husband  a  surname  upon  marriage,  if  they  so  desired.  The  custom  came 
from  England,  and  there  wasn*t  any  reason  why  a  man  should  not  assume  his  wiib's 
surname  on  marriage,  if  he  so  desired.

On  March  25,  1724,  David  Cargill  deeded  Lot  of  70  acres  to  Robert  Gilmore 
fbr  the  site  of  a  falling  mill .  This  lot  waa  north  cf  his  con  William's  lot  in 
the  same  Range,  and  near  Beaver  Pond.  His  son  was  one  of  the  original  proprietors 
of  Londonderry,  W.  H.,  with  two  shares. 

When  the  Town  Clerk  of  Londonderry,  IT,  K.  first  opened  his  book©,  in  the 
historical  statement  he  mentions  Jam© a,  Robert,  and  William  Gilmore  ao  being 
among  the  first  settlers. 

On  October  7,  1727,  Robert  took  the  Provincial  Oaths,  according  to  an  Aot 
of  Parliament. 

At  a  Proprietory  meeting  bald  in  Londonderry,  N,  K,  on  April  17,  1729,  the 

question  was  taken  up  to  acquit  old  Robert  Gilmore  and  his  son  John  from  t-sying 

rates. 

At  a  Proprietory  meeting  held  on  June  25,  1729,  it  was  voted  that  the  Select¬ 
men  had  no  authority  to  acquit  Robert  Gilmore  and  his  son  John  from  paying  rates.

On  December  26,  1749,  be  married  Mary  Crow,  in  Methuen,  Mass.,  marriage  bans 
were  published  in  Pelham,  N •  H.  on  October  15,  1749*  No  records  hare  been  found 
as  to  Mary*s  date  of  birth,  death,  or  names  of  her  parents.  She  probably  died 
in  or  near  Blandford,  Mass.  ?here  is  record  of  a  re-marriago  of  a  Mrs .  Mary  Gil¬ 
more  in  Blandford,  Mass.,  to  Solomon  Stewart,  on  March  5,  1804,  but  it  is  not  known 
whether  it  was  Mary  (Crow)  Gilmore. 

James  Gilmore  removed  from  Pelham,  N.  H.  about  1768,  as  his  name  is  in  the 
Murrayfield  (now  Chester),  Mass.  Assessment  Roll  for  April  19#  1763#  showing  him 
to  have  been  an  early  settler j  homestead  a  mile  above  Huntington  Village,  build¬ 
ings  gono  in  1811.  His  name  also  appears  on  the  old  Assessment  Roll  of  Mur  ray- 
field  (now  Cheater),  Ma9s  .  in  1773. 

Murrayfiold  (now  Chester),  Mass.,  in  Hampden  County,  was  incorporated  on  October 
51,  1765.  Huntington,  Hampshire  County,  Maas.,  was  formerly  Chester  Village.  Pel¬ 
ham,  N.  B.  was  incorporated  in  1?46,  and  bafore  the  boundary  line  changes  between 
Massachusetts  and  Hew  Hampshire  in  1741,  the  town  of  Pelham  was  in  Mass.  The 
present  town  of  Pelham,  Mass.,  was  first  mentioned  in  the  Records  of  the  State  on 
Jan.  15,  1745,  and  there  was  a  James  Gilmore  and  family  residing  there,  nlo  may,  or 
Bay  not,  be  related  closely  to  the  James  Gilmore  who  caaie  from  Pelham,  N.  H. 

Part  of  Murrayfield  was  established  as  the  District  of  Norwich  on  June  29, 

1775 •  On  Hay  8,  1781,  part  was  annexed  to  Norwich.  On  February  21,  1735,  the 
nam3  of  Murrayfield  was  changed  to  Chester.  On  August  25,  1775,  the  District  of 
Norwich  was  made  a  tovm  by  General  Act.  On  November  28,  1780,  part  was  included 
in  the  new  town  of  Montgomery.  On  May  8,  1731,  part  of  Murrayfield  was  annexed. 

On  March  6,  1792,  part  was  annexed  to  Montgomery.  On  February  22,  1794,  part  was 
Annexed  to  Ch©3torfield.  On  May  25,  1355,  parts  of  Blandlbrd  and  Chester  annexed.

ISont gpmsry,  Huntington,  Blandfbrd,  and  Chester,  were  continually  changing  boundar5.es 
find  names,  and  not  all  in  the  same  county  either,  a  person  looking  up  records  will 
have  a  time  ^tting  their  ancestors  properly  located,  according  to  town  names 

as  presently  used. 

In  1811,  according  to  "History  of  the  Connecticut  Valley  in  Massachusetts ,*  a 
James,  Edmund  and  William  Gilmore  left  Chester,  Mass,  by  ox  team  for  the  Jest,  a 
largo  gathering  saw  the  colony  start.  General  (Quincy)  Adams  Oillmore,  of  the  Army, 

from  this  family.  traditions  of  the  Edmund  Gilmore  family  do  not  confirm  this. 
It  was  Edmund  Gilmore  and  hio  son  Aretus,  and  jximund^  nephew,  Ashbol  Gilmcro,  who 
first  went  west  in  1611,  making  the  entire  journey  of  about  600  miles  on  foot.  Upon 
firriva  1  in  Black  Fiver  (now  Lorain,  Ohio),  Ashbel  did  not  like  it  there  and  re¬ 
moved  to  ?jhat  is  now  Ohesterlend,  (^eauga  County,  Ohio,  and  settled.  His  father, 
James  Gilmore,  and  the  ra3t  of  his  family,  coming  there  in  1812.

bi$i#  prominent  cheek  bones,  deep  set  eyes,  thick  head  of  hair,  large  south  and 
hig^  upper  lip*  Ho  beard  on  upper  lip,  but  beard  on  lower  jaw  followed  lower 
edge  of  jaw  from  ear  lobe  and  extending  out  about  eight  inches  on  point  of  lower 
Jaw,  and  only  half-way  up  on  lower  jaw*  From  photo  it  looks  either  light  gray 
or  white.  Photo,  a  tintype,  was  probably  taken  in  Chester,  Mass*  before  coming 
to  LoraiB,  Ohio  in  1811.  j 

On  June  4,  1780,  he  was  married  in  Blandford,  Mass,  to  Elizabeth  Stewart, 
youngest  daughter  of  Paul  and  Jerusha  (Spencer)  Stewart;  granddaughter  of  Walter 
and  Grizel  (Crorabie)  Stewart,  the  emigrant  ancestors  in  1718.  Walter  Stewart 
claimed  to  be  a  cousin  of  Gilbert  Stuart,  the  famous  portrait  painter,  and  research 
so  far  in  re  the  Stewarts  tends  to  show  they  were  descended  from  one  of  the 
five  natural  sons  of  Prince  Alexander,  fourth  son  of  Robert  XI,  the  founder  of 
the  Royal  House  of  Stmrt «  Jerusha  Spencer,  who  married  Paul  Stewart,  was  the 
only  daughter  of  llaniol  and  Elizabeth  (Stiles)  Spencer;  granddaujyitor  of  Samuel 
and  Elizabeth  (Mas craft)  Spencer,  of  Suffield,  Conn.  Samuel  Spencer  was  the 
eon  of  Sgt .  Thomas  Spencer  and  Sarah  (Boarding)  Spencer;  Thomas  was  a  founder 
of  the  City  of  Hartford,  Conn. 

Elizabeth  Stewart  was  bora  in  Blandford,  Mass.,  on  September  10,  1769 $  end 
died  in  Lorain,  Lorain  County,  Ohio,  on  February  22,  1344,  and  both  Edmund  and 
Elizabeth  are  buried  in  the  Cleveland  Avenue  Cemetery,  Amherst,  Lorain  County, 

Ohio,  in  which  many  of  th©  old  settlers  of  Lorain,  Ohio,  are  buried.  Family 
tradition  has  it  that  they  resided  in  Chester,  Mass,  and  that  their  children  were 
all  born  there,  but  the  vital  Records  of  Cheater,  Mas®,  only  show  a  young  boy, 
thought  to  have  been  named  ^Reuben**,  na^ed  in  a  state  ©nt  left  by  Alanson  Gilmore, 
son  of  Edmund,  before  ho  diod.  The  records  of  James  Gilmore,  brother  oi  Edmund, 
are  shown  for  Cheater,  Mass.  The  records  were  probably  recorded  in  the  Old 
First  Church  of  Blandford,  Mass.,  as  on  September  21,  1796,  Edmund  Gilmore^ and 
six  others,  are  shown  as  renting  Pew  ^24,  hi©  name  being  shown  as  ‘’Ed^ara, 
as  he  was  usually  called  *Ed.® 

Just  previous  to  their  leaving  Mass achusett a  fbr  the  Western  Reserve  in  1811, 
there  was  a  church  feud,  which  resulted  in  the  organization  of  th©  Baptist  Church, 
with  Edmund  and  hia  brother  James  Gilmore  among  the  incorporators. 

In  1811,  according  to  The  History  of  the  Connecticut  Valley  In  Massachusetts, 
•James,  Edmund  and  William  Gilmore  left  Chester,  Maos,  by  ox  team  for  the  .Vest, 
a  large  gathering  saw  the  colony  start.15  ®General  (Quincy  Adams)  Gillmore,  of 
the  Army,  was  from  this  family.®

Traditions  of  the  Gilmore  family  do  not  oonfirm  all  this*  It  was  Edmund 
Gilmore  and  his  son  Aretus,  and  Edmund's  nephew  Aahbel  Gilmore,  who  fir3t  went 
West  in  1811,  making  the  entire  journey  of  about  600  miles  on  fbot.  Aahbel 
later  settled  in  Chesterland,  Geauga  County,  Ohio.  Fie  father,  James  Gilmore, 
with  the  rest  of  his  family,  came  to  Chesterland  in  1312.  If,  as  stated  above, 
Edmund's  brother  William  Gilmore  came  West,  he  must  of  stopped  off  ©nroute,  as 
there  are  no  records  of  his  having  arrived  in  what  is  now  known  as  Lorain  or 
Geauga  Counties,  Ohio. 

Thd  Connecticut  Land  Company  began  colonization  of  Northwestern  Ohio  in  1796, 
end  continued  until  1809,  then  the  Erie  Company,  a  subsidiary  group  of  land 
owners,  was  active  until  1812. 
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In  1786,  the  land  was  known  as  the  Connecticut  Reserve.  The  Northwest 
Territory  was  organized  in  1787*  and  in  order  to  be  able  to  give  a  clear  title 
to  lands ,  the  State  of  Connecticut  quit-claimed  allits  rights  and  gave  them  to 
the  Northwest  Territory  in  1800* 

The  Wyandot  and  Seneca  Indians  were  in  this  vicinity  in  1800,  and  were  allied 
with  the  British,  ^he  Sri#  Tribe  was  practically  exterminated  in  the  Indian  tfars . 

In  1803*  the  State  of  Ohio  was  formed.  A  Road  Map  of  Ohio  in  1810,  shows  no 
roads  west  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  only  a  good  Indian  Trail  running  along  the  south 
shore  of  Lake  Erie  to  the  west. 

The  War  of  18X2  involved  this  section  of  Ohio,  and  many  settlers  left  tempor¬ 
arily  but  the  Gilmores  remained  on  their  land. 

Black  River  Township  was  originated  in  1817*  and  Included  Amherst,  and 
Brownhelm  Townships.  By  a  survey  in  1806*  Black  River  (Town  f 7  in  the  18th  Rangp) 
was  divided  into  three  parts.  Gore  1,  Tract  2,  and  Gore  3*  It  was  not  drawn 
as  a  township,  but  was  used  for  equalizing  purposes.  Core  *1  being  annexed  to 
Olmatead,  Tract  ~2  to  Amherst,  and  Gore  #3  to  Township  of  Madina. 

In  1818*  all  land  now  in  Lorain  County  was  then  in  the  counties  of  Huron* 
Cuyahoga  and  Medina* 

Edmund  Gilmore  owned  about  1,000  acres  in  Lot  22,  most  of  it  in  Amherst 
and  Black  River  Townships  • 

Lorain  County  was  formed  by  Act  of  December  22,  1822,  but  not  organized  until 
1853.  It  was  named  after  the  Provence  of  Lorraine,  Franco.  It  was  composed  of 
parts  of  Huron,  Cuyahoga  and  Medina  Counties. 

Edmund  Gilmore  built  a  log  cabin  on  his  land  upon  arrival,  and  after  a  home 
was  ready,  he  left  his  son  Aretua  in  charge,  and  returned  to  Chester,  Maay  for 
the  rest  of  his  family,  returning  w  ith  them  by  ox  team  in  June  1812.  They 
lived  on  this  farm  fbr  tho  rest  of  their  lives. 

Edmund  built  the  first  frame  barn  in  Lorain  County,  Ohio* 

The  first  election  for  township  officers  was  held  in  the  home  of  Justice  of 
the  Peace*  John  S.  Reid,  on  April  17,  1817*  and  Edmund  waa  one  of  two  Judges  of 
the  Election.  Re  was  also  elected  one  of  two  Overseers  of  the  Poor* 

The  first  school  in  Black  River  Township,  Lorain  County,  Ohio,  was  opened  at 
»n  undetermined  date,  in  an  unoccupied  cabin  belonging  to  Edmund  Gilmore,  the  teacher 
feeing  David  Smith,  of  Amherst,  Ohio.  The  first  school  house  was  erected  shortly 
after  on  the  farm  of  VTilliam  Martin,  the  first  school  being  taught  by  Lucia  Emith, 

•is ter  of  David  Smith.  Schools  ware  then  maintained  by  private  subscription,  as 
the  State  had  no  general  eduoation  laws  until  1825*

Mrs.  Myers  then  states  that  the  said  Edmund  Gilmore  was  the  son  of  James 
Gilmore,  bom  in  1755#  died  in  1800,  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  was  born  in  1756, 
died  in  1807#  married  1756.  Thia  is  wrong.  Edmund  was  bom  in  Pelham,  N.H.  in 
1763#  died  in  Lorain,  Ohio,  in  1846.  He  married  Elizabeth  Stewart  in  Blandford, 
Hass,  in  1789*  Elizabeth  Stewart  was  born  in  1769#  died  in  Lorain,  Ohio,  in 
1844. 

Mrs.  Myers  then  statee  Hhat  the  said  Jamas  Gillmore,  of  Conway,  Mass,  was 
commissioned  a  1st  Lt .  in  the  12th  (Capt.  Alexander  011ver*a  Company)  in  the 
5th  (Col.  I\*gh  McCl alien* s  regiment  of  the  Hampshire  County  Division)  under  date 
of  July  1,  1781.*  Her  data  could  not  be  verified  by  the  Adj.  General  of  Maas. 

By  comparing  Mrs.  Myers*  dates  with  those  given  in  t hie  genealogy,  it  will 
be  seen  that  she  was  wrong,  as  the  dates  in  the  genealogy  were  obtained  from 
Bibles,  tombstones,  and  family  records,  which  she  could  have  obtained  had  she 
Bade  an  effbrt  to  do  so.

Aretus1  marriage 
took  place  in  the  Indian  Village  which  was  in  Cascade  Park,  in  Elyria,  Ohio.

Orra  was  bom  in  Berkshire  County,  Mass,  on  October  7,  1800,  and  died  in 
Brownhelra,  Lorain  County,  Ohio,  at  thahome  of  her  daughter  Evolin©  (Gilmore) 
Shattuck,  on  September  22,  1885.  Both  are  buried  in  the  family  lot  in  the 
Cleveland  Av©.  Cemetery,  Amherst,  Lorain  County,  Ohio. 

When  Aretus  first  came  to  what  io  now  Ohio  on  fbot  from  0 heater,  Maas,  in 
1811,  with  bia  father,  Edmund  Gilmore,  and  Edmund* s  nephew,  Ashhel  Gilmore, 
eon  of  Edmund* s  brother  James,  who  came  later  and  settled  in  Goauga  County,  Ohio, 
Aretus  was  19  years  old.  They  erected  a  log  cabin  on  Tot  21,  in  what  is  now 
Lorain,  Loraifc  Countv,  Ohio,  in  1811,  somewhere  near  the  present  park  and  bath¬ 
ing  beach  on  ^est  Erie  Av©.  ,  Lorain,  Ohio.  Edmund  owned  about  100D  acres  of 
land  along  tho  la’-e  front.  After  the  homestead  was  ready,  Edmund  returned  on 
fbot  to  Chester,  Mass,  for  the  rest  of  the  family,  returning  with  them  by  os 
team  in  June  1812,  being  a  month  enroute. 

A  short  time  after  his  marriage,  Arotua  settled  in  a  log  cabin  on  his 
approximately  500-acre  farm,  just  north  of  the  present  Oeuachle  farm,  on  ’forth 
Lake  Road,  Amherst  Twp.,  Lorain  Co.,  0.  A  small  tribe  of  Indians  known 
locally  a  s  ^Pohun’w**  lived  in  wha  tis  now  known  as  Clough* a  Quarry,  tut  they 
were  friendly  with  the  early  settlers.  At  that  time  there  waa  plenty  of  bears, 
deer,  swarms  of  squirrels,  and  other  small  animals,  also  plenty  of  rattlesna  ©o. 
Nearby  Beaver  Cree>  had  beavers,  and  Orra  used  to  kill  them  and  make  beaver  coats 
fbr  the  family.  At  times  they  also  had  plenty  of  wild  pigeons,  which  would 
come  by  the  thouaande,  and  when  tbe^  roosted  in  the  trees  literally  bro'e  the 
limbs  down.  By  putting  a  charge  of  gunpowder  under  the  trees,  the  settlers  ware 
able  to  stun  enou^i  of  them  to  dean  and  pack  away  in  salt  fbr  the  winter. 

Ihen  not  farming,  Aretus  worked  as  ship  caulker  on  the  Great  Lakes. 

Aeoording  to  Aretus1  son  Reuben,  Aretus  was  a  Whig,  and  took  an  active  part 
in  politics,  and  was  a  member  of  the  School  Board.  Orra  had  attended  both  the 
Methodist  and  Congregational  Churches  in  Amherst,  Ohio. 

Nine  years  after  the  death  of  Aretus,  Orra  married  Alva  Hemenwav,  widower, 
date  of  birth  and  death  un’  nown,  the  marriage  being  performed  by  Rev.  A.  iieath, 
in  Amherst,  Ohio,  on  September  1,  1864.  Ho  disappeared  a  few  years  afterwards 
and  was  never  heard  from  again*  Orra  resumed  the  surname  of  Gilmore.  Alva 

Remenway1!  first  wife  was  Ruth  _ ,  bom  in  1783  and  died  April  1,  136A,  age
